THE FASHION IN FUNERALS,

Short Evening Services, Amid Mimple
Klegance, the Form,

New York World.

Custom changes in tho disposition of
the dead ao in everything clse. There is
now what is recognized a8 a farhion for
fanerals, Publle funerals have alw:ya
conslsted of pomp, Faradu sud eplendor.
It isin the funeral of private persons
that soclety bas laid down roles defining
the proper form. There I8 no longor
sny sltting up with the corpse.  This {s
an old custom and is still in vogue in the
romote rural districia No end of en-
gagzement have been made or merrlages
brought abont by sltting up with the
corpsa. The real subatantial reason for
“watching" Is to see to the attentlons
that the body requlres, Bodles never
used to be put c¢n ice or embalmed
in the country. They were laid out
onabosrd in a cold room and cloths
dampened with a solutlon were put on
the face to provent dlacoloratlon. The
undertaker now takes charge soon after
death, and the body Is In his hands nntil
put In the grave. As & sanitary meassure
it Is placed In au lee-box or Is embalmed.
Privacy, but elegance withal where it can
ba afforded, hes grown to distinguish fu-
nerals in New York. The recent chaoges
In the hubits have been great. The an-
nooncements in the newspapers generally
have the addi ton: **The funeral will be
private,” *'Frlends are invited,” or,
“Plesss send no flowers.,” Deaplte thess
seeming cfforts at slmplicity funerals have
become fearfully expensive thiogs, Fre-
quently private fonerals cost 800 and
$1.000. The bill for a fashionable fu-
neral with the burfal in Woodlawn figures
up us follows:

The charges for the burial place In
Woodlawn are not included in this table,
If in additlon to the portera therv were
pall-bearers, thers would ba $2 per pair
for gloves and §7 00 each for ecarfs for
elght of them. If the body Is embalmed
ths charge Is §820. The office of the
all-bearers ls seldom filled In private
unorals. Porters carey the cofin, There
is m charge for chalrs when used. Tho
fushlonable hoor for the funeral servics
Ia 8 o'clock In the evenlug. The body
reposes In & casket on a oalafalque In
the parlor, generally agalnst the
wall on one side of the room.
Thne bllnds are closed and the shades are
tightly drawn. The gas is only partially
turned on snd the globes sre ofwen
draped tosoften the light, Flowers rest
om the foot of tha casket and a broken
column, an anchor, or some other floral
device stands at the hesd, The family
and feiends sit in the room., The min's
ter ronds the slmple service of the desd
snd at the conelusion offers prayer with-
out passiog & eulogy, The «uartet, in
the intervals and st the termination of
the service, sing from the landing above
in the hall, The friends, whon all is
over, take a last look st the face and de-
part. Oualy no hour is occupied.  1In the
mornleg the family alone go to the grave
with the body,

An evening service in the parlorcf s
private residence ls  weird and apd
strangely impressiva. There are fonerals
whers every ressouable provision le msde
that coat only 820, In such & case the
cothin s & whits wood stained in linltation
of walnut, Metallic coffins are little em-
ployed. A wooden casket is used, cov
ered with black brosdeloth snd wimmed
with black silk velvet Barlals in New
York Cliy are not permitted unless the
casket Is enclored in & zino box hermeti
cally sealed., Tols iy for o eanitary
r.ason,

Every chate has & sexton, The on,

duet funerals in thelr familiess, The
soxiom does not, sa a rule, have an eatab.
lishment of hls own., He procores h's
suppites from a wholesale eetablishine:nt
in ubdertakers’ goods, His eonduct of a
funcral s, in oo, only ln names.  There
mre soie poxtors who are engaged in the
genorsl uvderaking busineay Many
ownors of lizery etables are nudertakors,
Every livery atable Is requlired to have
n hearse to let among Ils other vehloles,
and that has led to the propriators of the
stablea taking up nndertaking.

Great diffionlty ia often enconnterad in
Inducing the maaters of xome shipa to take
bodies on board. This is on acconnt of

tha superstition of the sallors, whe
wonld desert {f they knew of the
presence of a body In the ship. A body

that was to go to the Weat Indles wan
shipped In a plano box a short time ago,
The sailors dld not know ¢f the imposl-
tlon practiced on them, andsang ‘‘Heave,
ho!" aa checrily when moving the box as
if handllng & hogshead of molssses, A
body that came lrom  Jamaica wny con-
cenled In a barrel of ram. The rom
actod ma a preservative, and tho body was
in a perfect state of preservation when it
arrived here. The sailors would not have
touched the barrel If they had known
what it ocontained, As It was, they
stowed it In the hold with the other
lLisrrela unconscious of its troe contenta

Probably the largest corpse any under-
taker In New York ever handled was that
of & man who dled in Hudson strect. He
welghed G600 pounds. He had to be
measured for a coffin, which was made of
chestnut and covered with black eloth, Tt
waa six feet long, twenty Inchea deep and
thirty-alx Inches wide.

W. A. Benlor, who burled Harry Mon-
tagae, the actor (whose real name was
Mann), and Mayor Havemeyer, and
whose father before him burled Henry
Clay, Zachary Taylor, and John ' Qualney
Adame, said:

“Word has been sont to onr eatablieh-
ment several timos to take chargs of the
bodles of persons who wera not dead, It
Is a grim sort of joko for a man to go to
his door in anawer to the bell and find
thero an ondertaker who has come to
embalm him cr put him on ice.
